To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1963. 

The  year  was  uneventful  so  far  as  factors  likely  to  affect  the  public 
health  are  concerned. 

Regarding  the  vital  statistics,  those  measurements  of  the  health  of 
the  population,  it  is  noted  that  there  are  no  significant  changes  in  the 
birth  rate  and  death  rate.  It  is  disappointing  that  the  infant  mortality 
rate  is  high,  particularly  in  view  of  the  low  rate  in  1962,  but  on  the  other 
hand  the  stillbirth  rate  is  low  and  this  is  associated  with  a low  perinatal 
mortality  rate.  Viewed  overall  the  vital  statistics  indicate  a satisfactory 
state  of  affairs. 

There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  except 
measles,  this  being  one  of  the  years  of  its  high  incidence.  The  occurrence 
of  food  poisoning  as  a small  outbreak  points  the  risk  which  is  always 
present  in  the  community,  and  one  which,  as  in  this  instance,  is 
increased  in  the  presence  of  insanitary  conditions. 

It  is  gratifying  that  notifications  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  continue 
to  be  lower  in  number  than  in  recent  years. 

The  Council  continues  to  be  concerned  about  the  progress  of  its 
scheme  for  slum  clearance  and  the  importance  of  securing  improvement 
in  unmade  back  streets.  The  figures  in  the  report  under  these  headings 
shov'  that  much  remains  to  be  done.  On  the  other  hand  much  has  been 
done  in  the  District  in  recent  years  and  perhaps  it  is  for  this  very 
reason  that  the  insanitary  houses  and  streets  which  remain  seem  so 
unsatisiaao’v  in  comparison. 
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I welcome  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen,  for  your  continued  support  and  encouragement,  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  Telford,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department,  for  their  assistance,  and  the  officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND 
VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Area — 8,224  acres.  The  District  consists  of  seven  wards  ; it  borders 
with  the  City  of  Durham,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Durham  and  of 
Lanchester,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Crook  and  Willington. 

Industries — Mainly  coal-mining  and  agriculture. 

Population — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  19,890  a decrease  of  30  from  1962. 

Inhabited  Houses — According  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  is  6,574 


2.  Vital  Statistics. 

Registrar  GeneraVs  Area  Comparability  Factors — These  figures  are 
a means  of  adjusting  the  rates  for  births  and  deaths  so  that  the  popula- 
tion of  the  district  is  directly  comparable  with  the  population  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age  and  sex  is 
concerned.  The  adjusted  rates  are  those  to  be  compared  with  the  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  and  with  the  similarly  adjusted  rates  for  other 
areas. 

Births — During  the  year  there  were  registered  198  male  births  and 
175  female.  Of  this  total  of  373,  18  were  illegitimate.  There  were  14 
fewer  births  than  in  1962.  The  birth  rate  (adjusted)  of  18.6  is  lower 
than  the  rate  for  last  year  (19.2). 

Table  II  shows  the  Live  and  Still  Birth  Rates  in  comparison  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  and  for  the  Administrative  County  of 
Durham.  Table  III  shows  rates  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Deaths — 238  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  136  males 
and  102  females. 

The  Death  Rate  (adjusted)  of  14.4  is  little  changed  from  the 
similarly  adjusted  rate  in  the  previous  year.  Tables  II  and  III  show 
comparisons  with  rates  for  County  Durham  and  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Table  IV  shows  the  individual  causes  of  death.  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  accounted  for  about  36%  and  Cancer  for  about 
18%  of  the  deaths  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1962  were 
33%  and  23%. 


Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  twelve  deaths,  all 
males.  The  corresponding  figures  over  the  past  years  were  :• —

The  figures  indicate  clearly  that  the  disease  aifects  males  especially 
Throughout  the  country  there  continues  to  be  recorded  an  increase  in 
this  cause  of  death.  While  there  may  be  several  factors  influencing  this 
increase,  there  has  been  demonstrated  a close  relationship  with  cigarette 
smoking. 

Infant  Mortality — (Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age). 
Thirteen  children  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  as  did  eight  last 
year,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  34.8. 

The  rate  for  Durham  County  for  1963  is  22.5  and  for  England  and 
Wales  20.9. 

Too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate  because 
the  numbers  involved  each  year  are  small.  Reference  to  Table  III  shows 
that  the  general  trend  over  the  years  is  downwards.

Of  the  13  children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  8 were 
less  than  four  weeks  old.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  is  21.5  (in 
England  and  Wales  it  is  14.2). 

The  still  birth  rate  (13.2)  is  below  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales 
and  Durham  County. 
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The  peri-natal  mortality  is  held  to  be  a fairly  sensitive  indicator 
of  the  general  social  conditions  prevailing  in  the  area  to  which  it  relates, 
being  affected  by  such  factors  as  housing,  sanitary  conditions  generally, 
nutrition,  and  even  climate.  As  such  it  merits  close  and  continuing 
scrutiny.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  the  total  still  births  and  deaths 
in  the  &st  week  of  life  per  thousand  total  births  and  for  the  year  under 
review  is  26.5.

County  32.4. 

Maternal  Mortality — There  was  one  death  during  the  year  due  to 
maternal  causes. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  is  therefore,  2.6,  that  for  County 
Durham  being  0.22,  and  for  England  and  Wales  0.28.

{a)  School  Health  Service. 

There  are  18  schools  in  the  District,  14  primary,  3 modern  and 
1 nursery.  There  is  one  Central  Kitchen  of  the  School  Meals 
Service. 

(b)  Ambulance  Service. 

The  District  is  served  from  the  Ambulance  Control  at  Ambul- 
ance Headquarters,  Framwcllgate  Moor,  Durham,  where  there 
arc  nine  ambulances,  one  light  sitting  case  vehicle  and  two  cars. 
During  the  year  46,201  persons  within  No.  7 Area  used  this 
service,  8,448  were  stretcher  cases  and  37,753  were  sitting 
cases.  Journeys  covering  321,032  miles  were  made.  (These 
figures  include  work  done  in  the  Durham  Rural  District  and  the 
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Municipal  Borough).  In  an  emergency  any  responsible  person 
may  summon  an  ambulance  by  telephone,  by  asking  to  be 
connected  to  the  nearest  Ambulance  Control.

The  three  Chiropody  Clinics  continue  to  render  excellent  service  as 
the  figures  show.  During  the  year  Durham  County  Council,  as  local 
health  authority,  accepted  responsibility  for  the  financial  aspects  of  the 
scheme. 

9.  Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service  was  commenced  during  1957  with  the  aim  of  helping 
elderly  sick  people  in  the  Area.  It  is  provided  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  acting 
in  conjunction. 

14  households  (in  the  area  of  the  three  districts)  were  being  served  at 
the  end  of  1963. 
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10.  Meals  on  Wheels. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  for  elderly  people  in  the  District 
operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  on  behalf  of  the  Council, 
which  had  commenced  in  1962,  continued  to  operate  well  throughout 
the  year. 

It  provided  hot  mid-day  meals  on  two  days  a week  to  24  persons  at 
a cost  of  1/-  for  each  meal.  The  meals  are  obtained  at  two  factory 
canteens  in  Langley  Moor  (Messrs.  Hirst  and  Thackway  and  Messrs. 
Morley).  One  of  the  Council’s  vans  is  used  to  distribute  the  meals. 

Durham  County  Council  contributed  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  equip- 
ment initially  and  contributes  50%  of  the  operating  costs,  the  other 
50%  being  borne  by  this  Council. 

In  order  that  the  scheme  should  work  to  best  advantage  it  is  necessary 
for  this  office  to  be  informed  of  the  names  of  all  old  persons  whom  it 
might  be  thought  could  participate.  Only  in  this  way  is  it  possible  for 
the  most  needy  to  be  selected — itself  quite  a task  sometimes  because  of 
he  difficulty  of  assessing  degrees  of  “need”  in  such  circumstances.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  twelve  cases  notified  compared  with  one  in  the  previous 
year  Only  one  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  20  cases  notified  (10  in  1962).  None  were  admitted  to 
hospital  and  no  deaths  were  assigned  to  this  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued,  at 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  at  clinic  sessions  held  in  these 
centres  and  by  general  medical  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  under 
their  own  arrangements.

490  cases  were  notified,  as  against  107  last  year.  The  cases  were,  in 
the  main,  mild  in  character  and  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  the 
disease. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  tenth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  in  the  District. 
1,010  children  under  5 years  of  age  had  completed  a full  course  of 
immunisation  against  the  disease  by  the  end  of  the  year.  An  estimate  of 
the  number  of  children  under  5 years  old  in  the  District  is  1,888  of 
whom  approximately  247  would  be  under  8 months  old,  the  age  from 
which  immunisation  is  usually  undertaken.  The  proportion  immunised 
therefore  is  only  about  61%. 

These  are  low  figures  and  it  must  be  emphasised  again  that  absence 
of  cases  of  diphtheria  here  does  not  indicate  any  lessening  of  the  need 
for  immunisation  of  children. 

The  Coimty  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by  pest 
when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further  propaganda 
regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched  when 
children  are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months.  All 
such  propaganda  gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination 
and  immunisation. 

Dysentery. 

One  case  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital,  was  later  found  not  to  be 
suffering  from  this  disease. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. 

One  case  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital,  was  later  found  not  to  be 
suffering  from  this  disease. 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  case  notified  was  one  of  salmonella  typhimurium  infection,  and 
it  proved,  upon  investigation,  to  be  the  index  case  of  a brisk,  but 
fortunately  locahsed,  outbreak  of  the  condition.  The  cases  were 
characterised  by  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  of  2 or  3 days  duration.  One 
food  handler  had  to  be  excluded  from  work.  The  probable  origin  of  the 
infection  was  not  ascertained  but  there  can  be  little  surprise  in  the  fact 
of  the  spread  of  the  organism  in  the  conditions  prevailing — the  people 
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concerned  were  living  in  a street  of  poor  houses  lacking  modem 
amenities  such  as  hot  water  system  and  bathroom.  They  had  outside 
water  closets  with  access  across  an  unmade  back  street,  traversed  by  a 
common  open  drainage  channel. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  6 compared  with  5 in  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  6 cases  notified,  all  were  of  the  pulmonary  form. 
Table  XI  shows  the  distribution  of  age  groups.  There  were  2 deaths 
from  the  pulmonary  form  as  there  were  last  year,  and  one  death  from 
another  form  of  this  disease.  Table  XII  shows  the  number  of  new  cases 
and  deaths  over  the  previous  ten  years. 

These  figures  are  satisfactory  and  the  table  appears  to  illustrate  a 
downward  trend  over  the  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of  school  children  over  the 
age  of  eleven  years  attending  schools  in  the  District  was  continued 
during  the  year.  The  Heaf  Multiple  Puncture  Skin  Test  was  used.  The 
following  table  shows  the  numbers  involved.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  activities 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year,  1963. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  in  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance 
programme  continues,  but  progress  is  governed  by  the  number  of  new 
houses  provided  for  rehousing.  Another  Clearance  Area  of  145  houses 
was  confirmed  without  modification  following  a Public  Enquiry,  and 
rehousing  and  demolition  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

8 back-to-back  houses  were  converted  into  4 through  houses  following 
discussion  with  the  owners. 

The  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  operation  duri  ng 
the  year.  These  regulations  have  been  implemented  including  the 
marking  of  all  carcases  fit  for  human  consumption. 

A court  case  taken  against  a shopkeeper  who  sold  a pork  pie  with  a 
mould  growth  inside  resulted  in  him  being  fined  0.  Os.  Od.  with 
£l\.  9s.  Od.  costs. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the 
year  and  Costing  Statistics  are  included  for  the  financial  year  ending, 
31st  March,  1963. 

The  many  varied  duties  of  the  Health  Department  continued  to 
ncrease  but  as  a result  of  the  willing  co-operation  and  personal  efforts 
of  each  member  of  the  staff  the  department  has  continued  to  function  in 
an  efficient  manner.

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1.  Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  supplied  chiefly  by  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board  and  a small  area  by  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water 
Company.  These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity  during  the  year. 

The  following  information  is  extracted  from  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Durham  County  Water  Board,  Mr.  A.  C.  Wildsmith, 
to  whom  I am  indebted  for  it. 

During  the  year  rainfall  has  been  up  to  28%  above  the  long  term 
average.  Thanks  to  the  generous  and  well  distributed  supply  there  was 
no  fear  of  shortage  during  the  whole  of  the  year  and  indeed  stocks 
never,  at  any  time,  fell  below  80%  of  maximum.  The  average  daily 
consumption  rose  to  15.25  m.g.d.,  an  increase  of  0.5  m.g.d.  compared 
with  the  previous  year  and  the  whole  of  this  increase  is  in  the  unmetered 
consumption,  the  metered  demand  having  decreased  slightly.  It  is 
probable  that  this  difference  is  due  to  exceptionally  heavy  consumption 
during  the  first  three  months  of  1963  (the  “ Big  Freeze  ”),  rather  than 
an  actual  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  water  used  for  industrial  purposes. 
Based  on  the  present  estimated  population  of  410,000  the  consumption 
per  head  per  day  is  37.21  gallons,  25.23  being  unmetered  and  11.98 
gallons  metered.  Five  years  ago  the  figures  were  28.63,  18.83  and 


9.801. 


Although  ample  supplies  of  water  were  available  at  the  head  works, 
local  shortages  due  to  overloading  of  the  distribution  system  continued. 
As  stated  in  a previous  report  these  local  shortages  are  bound  to  continue 
until  the  load  on  the  Board’s  trunk  mains  is  eased  by  the  introduction 
of  the  Derwent  supply  and  its  integration  into  the  Board’s  distribution 
system. 

Regarding  bacteriological  examination  of  the  Board’s  supply  the 
following  figures  are  also  taken  from  his  report.  1,686  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  876  of  which  were  from  the  Board’s 
distribution  system.

3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

(a)  Lower  Deeriiess  Main  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  Lower  Deerness  Main  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  and 
the  new  Browney  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  formally  opened  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council  (Councillor  A.  Joyce,  J.P.),  on  the  7th 
September,  1963. 

{b)  Esh  Wimiing  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

This  Joint  Scheme  (Lanchester  R.D.C.  and  Brandon  and  Byshottles 
U.D.C.)  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment for  consideration  and  approval  in  principle.  On  the  8th  March, 
1963,  Mr.  T.  P.  Hughes,  A.M.I.C.E.,  A.M.I.Mun.E.,  an  Engineering 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry,  visited  the  area  and  carried  out  an  investi- 
gation of  this  scheme.  On  the  16th  April,  1963,  the  Ministry  approved, 
in  principle,  the  joint  proposals  for  improving  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  facilities  in  the  Upper  part  of  the  Deerness  Valley,  and  the 
Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  the  detailed 
plans  for  submission  on  to  the  Ministry. 

4.  Slum  Clearance. 

Work  on  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  continues  but  progress  is 
governed  by  the  number  of  new  houses  provided  for  rehousing.

Owners  of  back-to-back  houses,  which  are  structurally  sound  are 
being  encouraged  to  convert  them  to  through  ventilation  and  provide 
amenities  with  grant  aid. 

During  the  year  8 back-to-back  houses  have  been  converted  into  4 
self-contained  houses. 
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5.  Council  Houses. 

Four  flats,  three  Aged  Persons  Bungalows,  and  thirty  five  two- 
bedroomed  bungalows  were  built  during  the  year  for  the  re-housing  of 
families  from  unfit  houses.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
direct  labour  force  under  the  direction  of  F.  Hedley,  Esq.,  A.R.I.B.A., 
Architect/Surveyor  to  the  Council.

10.  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

Colliery  Spoil  Bank^  Brandon. 

Further  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  burning  of  this  old  spoi) 
bank  at  Brandon  thus  causing  a public  health  nuisance.  The  National 
Coal  Board  have  attempted  various  measures  to  bring  this  matter  under 
control  but  to  date  without  success.  The  matter  is  still  being  pursued. 

1 1 . Private  Swimming  Pool. 

Bill-and-Empty  Swimming  Baths,  Lymington,  Esh  Winning. 

This  privately  owned  swimming  bath  is  the  source  of  much  enjoyment 
and  pleasure  for  children  in  the  Esh  Winning  area,  and  has  also  been  the 
subject  of  many  reports  in  the  p^st  on  various  alterations  and  improve- 
ments which  the  owner  has  cai  ned  out  at  the  instigation  of  the  depart- 
ment. 'I’he  Council  felt  that  they  ought  to  show  their  interest  in  a 
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practical  form  by  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Council,  and  Chief 
Officials  paying  a visit.  The  visit  was  made  on  the  28th  June,  1963,  and 
all  were  greatly  impressed  by  the  setting,  and  the  efforts  of  the  owner 
were  praised  publicly.  The  matter  also  aroused  the  interest  of  the 
televison  services  and  the  press. 

12.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  General. 

Premises  where  food  is  manufactured,  prepared,  sold  or  distributed 
have  been  visited  as  often  as  possible.  During  these  visits  special 
attention  was  given  to  the  handling  of  open  food,  and  informal  advice  on 
practices  to  conform  to  the  Hygiene  Regulations  has  been  well  received 
by  the  owners. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 — Section  2. 

A complaint  was  received  in  the  Department  that  a person  had 
purchased  a pork  pie  which  contained  foreign  matter,  from  a local 
general  dealer.  The  sample  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  of 
Durham  County  Council,  and  his  report  stated  that  the  sample,  as 
submitted,  consisted  of  the  remnants  of  a small  pie  on  one  of  the  sur- 
faces of  which  was  a dark  green  stain.  From  microsocpical  and  other 
exmainations  the  Analyst  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  was  due  to  the 
growth  of  a mould.  The  mould  was  still  alive  and  he  was  therefore  of 
opinion  that  the  pie  had  been  contaminated  at  some  stage  after  cooking 
and  subsequent  growth  had  occurred.  From  the  code  letters  on  the  pie 
wrapper,  it  was  found  that  the  pie  was  actually  baked  and  dispatched 
from  the  factory  on  the  25th  March,  1963,  and  sold  on  the  16th  April, 
1963  ; a period  of  21  days  between  manufacture  and  sale  and  the  shop 
keeper  admitted  that  it  had  been  in  the  refrigerator  during  the  night 
time  and  on  the  shelf  in  the  day  time. 

The  shop  keeper  was  prosecuted  for  the  offence  and  the  hearing  was 
heard  before  the  Magistrate’s  Court  on  the  31st  July,  1963,  and  he  was 
fined  £5.  Os.  Od.  with  £11.  9s.  Od.  costs. 


(Jb)  Schools. 

During  the  year  representation  was  made  to  the  County  Education 
Authority  for  work  to  be  carried  out  at  a school  kitchen  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  School  Meals  Service.  The  improvements  we 
requested  to  be  carried  out  included  decoration  of  walls  and  ceilings, 
provision  of  hot  water  supply,  provision  of  hand  wash-basin  and  non- 
absorbent draining-boards.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  our  representa- 
tions were  favourable  considered  and  acted  upon  by  the  County 
Authority.

One  of  these  slaughterhouses  is  operated  by  a meat  wholesaler  and  is 
in  continuous  use  throughout  each  week,  while  two  others  are  used 
about  twice  per  week,  and  one  infrequently  (sheep  only). 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  ante  and  post  mortem.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  even  with  an  increase  in  numbers  of  animals 
slaughtered,  100%  inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  has  been  maintained. 


The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 

Inspection. 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1963, 
and  these  provide  that  every  Local  Authority  shall  arrange  for  the 
inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
This  authority  has  maintained  100%  inspection  for  some  years  and 
this  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Meat  Marking. 

All  carcases  fit  for  human  consumption  are  now  marked  with  an 
approved  stamp  in  accordance  with  Regulation  10. 

Charges  for  Inspection. 

After  careful  consideration  of  this  matter ; the  Council  decided  not 
to  make  a charge  for  this  service.

From  the  table  it  will  be  observed  that  three  pigs  and  one  cow  were 
affected  by  tuberculosis.  The  affected  parts  of  the  animals  concerned 
were  condemned  and  destroyed.  All  bovine  animals  sent  into  the 
slaughterhouses  in  this  area  are  tuberculin  tested  and  presumed  clear  o 
tuberculosis. 

The  affected  cow  shown  in  the  table  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  for  tracing  to  the  herd. 


Cysticercus  Bovis. 

In  all  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  which  are  discovered  in  routine 
examination,  the  cysts  are  submitted  to  Doctor  J.  E.  Ennis,  Consultant 
Pathologist,  Pathology  Department,  Dryburn  Hospital,  for  confirmation 
prior  to  submission  of  the  carcase  for  refrigeration  for  three  weeks  at 
20  fahrenheit  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Regulations. 
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(d)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

Carcases  of  animals  condemned  are  disposed  of  by  arrangement  with 
the  City  of  Durham  Corporation  in  their  incinerator.  Small  quantities 
of  unfit  food  are  buried  in  the  Council  Refuse  tip. 

(e)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958.

{k)  Milk  Supply. 

In  1961  the  County  Council  became  the  responsible  authority  for  the 
issue  of  milk  licences.  The  County  inspectors  regularly  take  samples  of 
milk  in  the  area  and  consequently  no  sampling  has  been  done  by  this 
authority. 

By  courtesy  of  the  County  Council  the  following  summary  of  results

Rodent  Operator,  and  for  the  twice  yearly  sewer  treatments  is  assisted 
by  other  workmen  transferred  to  this  work. 

Disinfestations  at  private  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  charge, 
but  business  premises  are  charged  actual  labour  and  materials  costs 
plus  an  administration  charge. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  instruc- 
tions, maintenance  treatments  to  the  sewers  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.  A total  of  271  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poison  takes 
were  shown  in  69. 
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The  tollowing  is  a summary  of  rodent  control  work  carried  out 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1963,  as  per  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Form  PDP/63.
